CHICAGO (AP) 
Two defense lawyers 
were 
jailed for contempt Friday in the 
IJ. S. District Court trial of eight men 
charged with conspiring to riot during the 
1908 Democratic National Convention, but 
both attorneys were released a few hours 
later. 
Judge Julius J. 
Hoffman ordered the 
arrest of Gerald B. Lefcourt of New York 
and Michael E. Tlgar of Los Angeles lor 
failure to appear at the opening ot the 
trial Wednesday. 
Attorneys representing the two filed a 
motion with the 7th U. S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals. IJ. S. Marshall John C. Meiszner 
said both were released Friday night on 
their 
own 
recognizance 
pending 
furthei 
appeal. 
Judge Hoffman indicated in ordering the 
arrests that he would sentence Lefcourt 
and Tigar when the trial resumes Monday. 
William M. Kunstler of New York, head 
of the defense team, 
insisted, however, 
that although the two were listed as defense 
lawyers it was understood they would be 
used in pretrial proceedings only. 
Two California lawyers. Dennis J. Rob 
erts and Michael A. Kennedy, also were 
cited for contempt for failing to appear, 
but w arrants for their arrest were quashed 
by Judge Albert C. Wollenberg ot U. S. 
District Court in San Francisco. 


He said the two San Francisco attorney» 
would not be arrested because w arrants 
and a telephone order for contempt did not 
comply with 
law 
and did not list any 
offense beyond failure to appear. 
The contempt citation delayed opening 
statem ents in the trial and prevented the 
( ross examination of Raymond Simon, a 
city attorney who was the government s 
tirst witness. 
Simon testified that he and other officials 
had met with Kennard C. “ Rennie” Davis. 
one of the defendants, a week before 
the convention. He said Davis had discussed 
anti war organization 
plans to m arch in 
Chicago and sleep in Lincoln Park. 
Earlier, Richard G. Schultz, an assistant 
U. S. attorney, delivered the governm ent’s 
opening statem ent and called defendant 
David T. 
Dellinger of 
New 
York 
“ the 
principal architect of the riots 1 
Dellinger, 53. was the head of the N» 
tional Mobilization Committee to End the 
War in Vietnam, a leading protest group in 
Chicago during the August convention. 
Schultz said Dellinger and his seven eo 
defendants used 
the unpopular Vietnam 
war to urge people to come to Chicago. 
He said the government would prove 
that Je rry Rubin, another defendant, told 
a city official; “ We cam e to fight in this 
city.’’ Schultz 
said Abbie Hoffman, also 


on trial, told the same official, “Give us 
$100,000 and we will not protest 
In his opening defense statement, Kunst- 
lei said; "The evidence in tins case will 
show that police em barked on a conspiracy 
of beserk. brutal action . . . that the real 
conspiracy in this ease was a conspiracy 
to curtail and prevent the protest against 
the war in Vietnam.” 
Bernardinc Dohrn, an SDS national field 
secretary, was arrested and charged with 
battery and mob action in connection with 
d a h between demonstrators and police 
on Wednesday when the trial began. 
Larry Weiss, 21, and Leonard Handles- 
man, 23, both Chicago m em bers of the 
SDS National Action Committee planning 
anti war demonstrations next month, also 
were arrested.

KINGSTON 
An intense and dam aging fire 
raged out of control 
for two 
hours at Johnson Ford Friday 
night, gutting a sector of the au 
tomobile* 
dealership’s 
m a i n 
building and causing property 
dam age of at least $100,000. 
The fire discovered by e m ­ 
ployes at 9 p.m. 
was finally 
brought under control by about 
11 p.m. by volunteers from the 


West Hurley Fire Departm ent, 
with assistance from fire fight­ 
ing units from neighboring fire 
districts. 
Five firefighting units 
from 
the West Hurley Fire Depart­ 
ment were the first to arrive at 
the 
scene. 
Subsequently 
a 
complement 
of 
tank 
trucks 
manned 
by 
volunteers 
from 
Woodstock. 
Hurley 
and 
the 
Town of Ulster 
and 
a 
pump 
truck from the Town of Olive 


were called in to assist the fire 
fighting effort. 
According 
to 
Allen 
Rowe, 
chief of the West Hurley volun­ 
teers. 
who 
directed 
the 
fire 
fighting effort, the dam age was 
limited to the parts departm ent 
of the Ford complex, located off 
Route 28. just west of the traffic 
circle. 
Although, the extent of the 
dam age 
has 
not been deter­ 
mined. 
the 
m anagem ent 
of 


Johnson Ford has nevertheless, 
opened the dealership for “ busi 
ness as usual’’ today. 
The exact cause of the fire 
has yet to be determined and is 
currently being investigated by 
the Kingston BCI and the deal­ 
ership’s 
insurance 
representa­ 
tives. 
However. 
Paul 
H. Johnson, 
vice president and treasurer of 
.Johnson 
Ford, 
has speculated 
that a mechanical failure m ay 


have 
sparked 
the 
destructive 
blaze. 
Johnson said that it will take 
several days to clean up the 
place and determ ine the extent 
of dam age. 
He added it will 
take up to a month to replace 
some of the destroyed parts. 
"We ca n ’t really determ ine 
the actual cxten* of the dam age 
until we get inside, clear the 
aisles and sort things out." he 
said. Johnson also stressed that 


the fire did not dam age any of 
the new Ford automobiles and 
that service appointments for 
Monday will be carried out as 
scheduled. 
More than 50 firefighters and 
nine trucks responded to the 
blaze. Chief Rowe said that the 
m ajor 
difficulty 
encountered 
was gaining entry to the steel 
and-concrete 
structure, 
which 
was tightly sealed. 
Rowe said that while the blaze 


was of m ajor magnitude, there 
was 
no 
danger 
of 
the 
fire 
spreading because there are no 
other buildings directly adjoin 
ing the Ford facility. He fur 
ther explained that the fire was 
most 
probably 
burning 
for 
some time before it was ac­ 
tually discovered. 
Three of the volunteers were 
treated for smoke inhalation on 
the scene by am bulance crews 


from the West Hurley and Fa 
turn rescue squads The am bu­ 
lances remained on the scene 
until after midnight and some 
ot the Hurley firefighters, in­ 
cluding 
Rowe, 
remained until 
after 1 a.m. 
Johnson, who arrived at the 
scene shortly after being no­ 
tified about the blaze, praised 
.the 
firefighting 
effort

I job well done.”

TEEN SCENE: On How to Solve the Study Hassle

If wr tried to study ev erything written on how to study, 
we'd have no time left for our studies! With few variations 
most of the suggestions are the same, anyway, and familiar 
to most ot you. W ith or without their help you usually man­ 
age to master your subjects well enough to get at least a 
passing grade, without too much of a hassle. 
H owever, sometimes there is a subject or a topic that 
somehow escapes your mental grasp. You pure over the 
test until your eyeballs look like roadmaps, and you still 
haven't the smoggiest what it's .ill about. “ It" can be 
logarithms, 
adverbial 
clauses, double-entry bookkeeping, 
S p a n i s h verbs, or the role of tariffs in the isolationist theory. 
But it's all Greek «to you, and this isn't Athens. 
Relax. It happens to everyone on their way to a di­ 
ploma. 
I urn out the light and apply the pillow to the 
back of your head. Once in awhile, you will waken with 
the whole thing much clearer to you. If that doesn't hap­ 
pen— 
Keep I ’p Search 
( io to the library. Find another textbook on the subject, 
and look up the same topic. Sometimes it isn t your fault 


that the facts seem h a /y — textbooks are written by humans, 


and some humans aren't as good as others as explaining 


things and imparting information. Reading on the subject 


from another viewpoint niav help. Also, look up the topic 


in encyclopedias, dictionaries, and other reference sources. 


You may even find specific examples solving the problem 


t h a t ' s on your mind. 
W ith some items, you can find lively, v\ell-illustrated 
articles in current publications, such as magazines. Your 
librarian or English text book can explain how to find arti* 
cles on many subjects, particularly in social studies and sci­ 
ence. There may also be films, microfilms, and records with 
bearing on the subject. 
If one of your friends is muddled on the matter, too 
(and will admit it), maybe you can make getting unmud­ 
dled a team effort. Sometimes it helps to read the subject 
matter aloud. Sometimes trying to explain it to someone 
else will make it clearer to you. Try telling a younger broth­ 
er or sixter about the topic— or talk it over with a parent 
who remembers that they passed the subject. 
If nothing else helps, as a last resort, you can always ask 


vour teacher for help. There’s nothing unusual in a stu­ 
d e n t - e v e n a good one— having a hassle with one of their 
subjects, and you needn’t be embarassed about asking for 
help. Good teachers know that a student who ends the 
semester with a love grade is their failure, too— they are 
hired to teach you the subject matter. 
Those are suggestions as to what to do— and there is 
one suggestion on what N O 1 to dec. Don t just ignore the 
problem, and figure out that as the year goes on, it 'sill 
clear itself up. It won’t. W ith most subjects, you have to 
understand each assignment as you go along, because each 
week’s lea r n in g d e p e n d s on your having mastered what 
came before. Your bad bit won't go away— it will get worse. 
P r e p for College 


T he suggestions for studying beyond your regular text­ 
books may not only help you grasp problem subjects, but 
they make all your studies most interesting and meaningful. 
T h ey ’ll also be good practice for the way you’ll be studying 
if you go to college. O ne of the big hurdles for manv college 
freshmen is the fact that, in college you're required to dig 
out your own “ resources” on your subjects, and for your 
term papers. Professors complain that high school students 


get used to reiving on their textbooks, and never try to go 
any deeper into their subjects than they have to. 
Come to think about it. that could be dangerous. W e 
might actually' find that learning could be interesting!
